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Barre blasts U.S., Israel 

PARIS ( AP) — Former Premier Raymond Barre has critidsed the United 
Stales ajui Israel for suggesting French nuclear power ledtnology gave 
Iraq the potential to make nudear weapons. Barre, speaking on Europc-1 
radio, declared that France did not boost Iraq’s nudear wea^ns 
capability during bis term as premier from 1978-81. “All of this business 
^out Iraq's nudear arms is a campaign by the IsracU-American lobby,” 
Barre said, adding he “has no fear of this lobby.” Israeli warpianes 
desioyed an Iraqi nudear reactor at Osirak in 1981 that had been built 
with French technology and sdeniists. Israel claimed the facility could 
make nudear bombs. Iraq denied the charge. Barre expressed strong 
doubts that Iraq could have develt^wd a nudear weapon and said France 
denied Iraq material crucial to building one. “It was me who was going to 
tell Saddam Hussein that we would not give him the fuel allowing him to 
have enriched uranJum, permitting him to make an atomic weapon,” 
Barre said. Until the Gulf crisis, which finds French troops defending 
Saudi Arabia and Frendi vmrsbips enfordng the U.N. embargo, France 
long enjoyed friendly reladons with Baghdad. France supplied Iraq with 
about one-quarter of its arms during the !ran*Iraq war, seoood only after 
the Soviet Union.

New energy-saving measures take effect Oct. 1 3 

Two-day weekend, revised 
working hours announced 

Commercial establishments to close at 7 p.m.

AMMAN — 'The government 
Saturday axmounced a series of 
energy conservation measures, 
xnduding a two-day weekend for 
all government departments a nd 
offices and limiting the evening 
•working honrs of commerdal 
establishments except certain 
essential services. 

A statement issued after a reg- 
ular cabinet session diaired by 
Prime Minister Modar Badran 
said all govenunent offices will 
observe holidays during Thurs- 
days and Fridays instead of the 
present one-day holiday on Fri- 
days. The statement said the new 
working hours will start at 7:45 
a.m. and end at 3:15 p.m. Mifit- 
aiy and seenriQr establishments as 
well as other departments 
deemed essential fay ^e con- 
cerned mhustries will be exempt 
from the regulation. 


The statetneot said the adberenoe 
to tixe measures, which it said were 
warranted by the emergency siniatioa 
in the country, will be strictly 
observed monitored to ascertain 
their impact in terms of energy sav- 
ing. 

The sutemeot, carried by the Jor- 
dan News Agen^. Petra, said all 
commerdal establishments should 
dose at 7 p.m. but pharmades. 
bakeries, dim es and gas statimis are 
exempt from the regulation. Res- 
taurants, cafes, dubs and wedding 
h«cu and other entertamment estalv 
Ushmeots as well as dnemas should 
dose by 11 p.ffl.. it said. In addition, 
dl neon sign advertisements sbouM 
be put off at 11 p.m. 

Street lighting srill be switched off 
at S xm. 

OfBctal cars, tndading those of 
mmisters, will not be u^ during 
Thursdays and Fridays. 

The cabinet will continue studies 
on ratiooalisatioo of energy consum;y 
don in various fields and adopt suit- 
aUe measures to light of 
conducted by various minisrerial oom- 
mittees, the staiei^pni said. It named 


the comnunees as food security com- 
miaec, ratiooaUsaooo of consume 
tion committee, price moniioring 
oomimciee. employment oomxninee, 
and popular m^ilkatioo oonuninee. 

All measures will go into effea as 
of Saturday, Oct. 13. the calxnet 
statemeoc said. 

Aceording to eoerg>- experts, these 
measures would save tbe government 
at least 20 per cent of its present oil 
bills, particularly in light of the 
dramatic rise in ^ prices to around 
S33 to S35 a barrel in the wake of the 
Gulf erisis and the cut-off in Saudi oil 
suipplies to Jordan last month. 

T^y noted that at lea« 350.000 
peo;4e commute to Amman every 
day from other cities such as Zerqa. 
Irbid, Mafraq and Karak and the 
twotiay holiday means a reduction in 
usage of tranqjon facilities and thus a 
cut in consumption. 

Prime Minister Badran, also in a 
statement carried by Petra, called on 
the dtiaens to cooperate with tbe 
governineffi in saving energy-. 

He said the government had defer- 
red a decision on limiting the use of 
privaie cars. 


“The government ts studying va- 
rious measures to support the natioo- 
al economy.” Badran said and called 
the ctiiaens to rationalise their use 
of tbeir vehicles and eiecuieity. 

The govenunent and pasttames: 
were cooperating in launching a cam- 
puigD among the public to boost the 
awareness of tbe need to eotserve 
energy. 

Jordan is getting Iraqi oil at cceces- 
skmry prices but the Kingdom has 
said h has no ^ans to increase its 
present intake of Iraqi oil — esti- 
mated to meet 40 per cent of Jordan's 
needs — and was seeking alternative 
sources of supply.

Primakov optimistic of 
peaceful solution in Gulf 


BAGHDAD (AgesDcies) — An 
cmvoy tri^Soviet Piesideiit MiUiail 
Gorbachev left Iraq Saturday 
saying be was more h(^>d!Dl of a 
peaceful settlement to the Golf 
crisis after two days of talks witit 
Saddam Hussdn and other Iiaqp 
leaxlexs. 

*1 am not pesamistic any lon- 
ger towards tiie proqaects of a 
political solution for the crisis,” 
Yevgeny Primakov told joninai- 
ists at 'tile airport before leaving 
for home. 

Primakov, a member of Gor- 
bachev’s presidential coundl, did 
not out the grounds for his 

Earlier, Western dqdomats in 
Baghriari said tiiat Iraq migbt 
release a nmnber of Britons held 
at strategic and civiliao sites to 
deter atradc by U.S.-donxinated 
mnltinational forces massing in 
the Gulf.

Soviet journalists in Baghdad 
said Friday Saddam told Prima- 
kov that his government had no 
wish to hinder their repatriation. 
They indode about militaiy 
personnel. 

Diplomatic sources said Oil

Minister Igor Belousov agreed in 
reivg Fiiday night on a timetable 
for the departure of Soviet 
dtizens.

Primakov met three times dur- 
ing his stay with Arafat, who was 
alro visitiDg Baghdad, axid agreed 
that resolring the Iraq-Kuwah 
conflict was possible in connec- 
tion with other Middle East 
issues, with priority being ^ven 
to tbe Arab-Israeli question, di- 
plomattc sources in Baghdad 
said. 

Primakov did not reveal the 
message he brought, but TASS 
said “on the instruction of the 
Soviet prerident, Primakov raised 
the issue of tbe deparaxre from 
Iraq of Soviet specialists wishing 
to go home.” 

Mmakov and Belusov met 
with Soviet dtizens in Baghdad 
and at a township being built with 
Soviet assistance near the Eup- 
hrates River, TASS said. 

“The two statesmen explained 
the steps by the Soviet gorern- 
ment to ensure normal li^'ing 
conditions for Soviet people in 
the aggravated situation,” TASS 
said. 

'The Iraqi News Agen^ re- 
ported Belusov’s meeting with 
Cbalabi but did oot mention the 
Soviets who wished to return 
home. “During tbe meeting the 
two sides discussed ways of the 
progress of work in the schema 
being impleiiKnted in coopera- 
tion with Soviet institntions," tbe 
INA report said.

JEDDAH (R) — King Fafad of 
Saudi Arabia told Japanese 
Prime Minister Toshtki Kaifii 
Saturday he was waiting to see 
whether U.N. economic sanc- 
tions can force Iraq to leave 
Kuwait, ICaifu’s spokesnum said. 

“Iraq's invasion of Kuwait is a 
problem that affects basic princi- 
ples of interoational society.” 
Fahd was quoted as telling Ka^. 

“1 am waiting to see the effea 
d tbe economic sanctions,’' the 
Saudi monarch said. 

King Fahd also thanked Japan 
for its S4 billion package of aid 
for states affected by tlK econo- 
mic blockade and support for tbe 
multinational forces deploying in 
the Gulf region. 

“I thank you from my heart, 
not only fr o m a h umanitarian 
p(»Di of view, but also because 
this strengthens Japan's standing 
in tbe international community’,'* 
Fafad said, according to tbe 
Japanese spokesman.

Rocard: France no party to 
war, will veto resolution

PARIS — France will not be a 
party to a war in the Gulf and will 
veto any United Nations Security 
Council resolution approving the 
use of force to end the Gulf crisis, 
French Prime Minister Michel 
Rocard said Saturday, intormed 
sources said. 

Tbe sources said the Piench piime 
eunister was addressing a group of 15 
members of tbe French National 
Assembly. 

“Mr. Rocard said tiie role of tbe 
i Freoeb troops sent to join the muld- 
I aationai foree in the Gulf is limited to 
eaforaog tbe international sanctions 
against Iraq,” one of the sources told 
Jordan Times. 

Earlier reports said the speaker of 
tiie French National Assembly had 
demanded that the government clar- 
ity- Paris' position towards the Gulf 
crisis. 

The IS parliament members who 
me: with Rocard represent all panics 
in the assembly, according to the 
sources. 

France, which had signalled an 
ind^ndent approach to the Gulf 
crisis in the initial days after Iraq 
invaded Kuwait Aug. 2. reacted dra- 
matically to reports of an Iraqi iotru- 
sioo into the French embassy in 
Kuwait and sent 4.000 troops and 
armour to Saudi Arabia to join tbe 
multinational force. Earlier, the 
French involvement was limited to 
naval forces in the Gulf.- Iraq subse- 
quently expressed regret over the 
embassy intnistion. 

French President Francois Mitter- 
raod again signalled a shift in position 
b}‘ becoming tbe first Western leader 
to link the Gulf crisis to other oon- 
Qios in the Middle East, indudxng the 
Palestiman and Lebanese proUems. 
In a speech to the Unhed Nations 
General .AssemUy, be outlined a 
four-stage plan for comprehensive 
peace in the regioa. The plan was 
welcomed by Iraq, which said the

proposal was positive and could be 
built upon. 

Roeird's position that France will 
not be a party to a war lo end the Gulf 
crisis follows reports from tbe United 
Nations that the United Slates was 
trying to push through a Security 
Cou^ resolution endorsing use of 
military force against Iraq. 

While reports said tbe resolution 
was being drafted. Soviet Foreign 
Minister ^uard Shevardnadze said it 
was too premature to iiiwitc the idea. 

In other developments related to 
the Gulf crisis: 

U.S. ^coDSuhafions’ 

President George Bush has held 
private discusrions with members of 
Congress about all Gulf policy op- 
tions, including tbe possible use of 
military force, a spokesman said Fri- 
day. 

“We've Ivd extensive oonsuitations 
with the Congress on every aspen of 
the ’Persian' Gulf situation. We have 
had meeting after meeting and talk 
after talk... hnt there have been no 
meetings that were called just to 
discuss tbe use of force," White 
House Press Secretary Marlin Fiizwa- 
ler said. 

Fiizwaier was responding to ques- 
tions about a report that Bush bad 


initiated disoissioiis with lawmakers 
on tbe possible use of force to meet in 
advance any oongressional objections 
that might arise if he sends U.S. 
troops into battle in the Gulf. 

The Washington Post newspaper 
said Friday that Bush hod had several 
privaie meetings with key members of 
Congress since Sept. 14. 

It quoted unidentified congression- 
al sources as saying the president or 
hh aides had sketched out a number 
of possible scenarios for future de- 
velopments in the Gulf, including one 
iovolviog the use of U.S. air power in 
conjunction with friendly Arab 
ground troops to legain Kuwait. 

— U.S. sWretary of Smm James 
Baker called on Iraq to destroy Iraq's 
chemical and biological weapons on 
mass destruction. 

“In burying the cold war deep in 
the sands of Arabia, we have stepped 
into a new era of intemationaJ poli- 
tics,” Baker said at a U.N. ceremony 
unveiling a Soviet sculpture dedicated 
to the 1987 INF agreement on 
medium-range missiles. 

“And so I call upon (Iraq) to join 
the cfvilised world and to destroy (its) 
chemical and biological weap^ and 
research and production facilities for 
weapons of mass desmiciion,” he 
said. 

Baker and Shevardnadze anended 
the ceremony in the U.N. garden 
after a four-hour meeting ar the U.S.

Jordan believes civilian 
was shot by Israeli army 


AMMAN (R) — A Jordanian 
official said Saturday a Jordanian 
shot dead b>’ Israeli troops after 
he crossed tbe demarcaiion line 
was probably a civilian, not a 
soldier. 

“We believe il was a young 
civilian who carried a knife and 
wanted to take revenge for what 
Israel was doing to Palestinians in 
the occupied territories.” the offi- 
cial. who asked not to be named, 
told remers. 

“He w’as not a Jordanian sol- 
dier as the Israelis said.” 

He said tbe man. whom be did 
not name, came from tbe north- 
eni city of irbid. 

Israel Radio claimed Saturday 
Israeli troops shot dead a Jorda- 
nian soldier Friday evening after 
an army patrol discovered tracks 
near tbe village of Kfar Ruppin. 

They found tbe man, armed 
with a knife, after a three-hour 
search and killed him. There 


were no Israeli casualties, the 
radio said. 

It was the second time this year 
Israeli forces had shot dead a 
Jordanian who crossed the de- 
marcation line. On Aug. 18 they 
clashed with two Jordanian sol- 
diers trying to cross into Israel, 
killing one and wounding and 
capturing the second. 

A Jordanian security source 
said that several times in recent 
months young, religiously- 
motivated conscripts had tried to 
cross the demarcation line but 
bad been caught by Jordanian 
forces. 

In a rare crossing the other 
way, two Israeli teenagers walked 
27 kilometres into Jordan to 
visit the ancient city of Petra in 
September. They were arrested 
but freed after mediation by Ita- 
lian Prime Minister Giulio 
Andreoiti.

NAIROBI (Agencies) — Fore- 
igners began fleeing Rwanda's 
c^tal by the hundruls Sanirday 
as fighting raged in tbe country- 
side between government troops 
and refugees who invaded from 
Uganda. 

No further fighting was re- 
ported in Kigali, where French 
Foreign Legionnaires and Bel- 
gian paratroopers secured their 
emba^es, parts of the city, the 
airport and its access highway. 

But fierce clashes were re- 
ported in the northern pan of the 
country and 300 soldiers from 
neighbouring Zaire arrived in 
Kigali CO reinforce tbe 5,000- 
strong Rwandan army. 

An Air France Boeing 747 re- 
turned 232 people to Paris early 
Saturday and another Air France 
plane and a jet chartered from 
Germany’s Lufthansa airline 
were expected to pick up about 
500 more later in the day. 

*1116 Soviet news agency TASS 
said measures were being taken 
to “ensure the safety and the 
evacuation of the families of 
Soviet personnel.” It gave no 
further details and its was not 
known how many people were 
involved. 

The German embassy in Nairo- 
bi said the Lufthansa plane would 
bring mostly wives and children 
of German development aid 
woriccES out of Kigali. 

In Brussels, the Belgian gov- 
ernment said it was withdrawing 
its offer to place four transport 
planes at the disposal of its ^es 
in tbe Gulf because of the fighting 
in Rawanda. 

Belghira has sent 500 para- 
troopers to tbe tiny Central Afri- 
can nation to protect its 1,630 
dtizens living in the former Bel- 
gian protectorate.

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Iraq has the tedinic^ capa^ty 
to produce a high-explosive con- 
ventional bomb or misrile war- 
head with a potentially devastat- 
ing blast, the U.S. Defence De- 
partment said Friday. 

But defence officials said the 
United States was not sure 
whether Baghdad had stockpUed 
such arms, and they deuM a 
published report that blast could 
be equivalent to a small tactical 
nuclear explosion over an area 
several Idlometres wide. 

The statements came in reac- 
tion to a Los Angeles Times 
newspaper report Friday that 
Laq bad obteiaed technology 
already available in the United 
States and other countries to 
build “fuel-aiT explosives” 
(FAE), which disperse a gas such 
as propane and quickly ignite it. 

'They have the tec^ology to 
build these weapons,” said 
Lieutenant Colonel Rick Obom, 
a Pent^on spokesman. 

"But the blast effect is mea- 
sured in feet, not miles. It doesn’t 
come anywhere near a mile (1.6 
km)," added Air Force Captain 
Sam Grizzle, another Penta^ra 
spokesman. 

The Pentagon confirmed the 
Times report that Iraq had dis- 
played one of three types of 
F^^E's v^ch it daimed to have at 
an aims show in Baghdad last 
year.

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
Soviet Union’s top militaiy offic- 
er bag said that Moscow was "in 
lock-step” with U.S. and Western 
efforts to end Iraq's occupation of 
Kuwait) but be waned that a 
political solution must be found 
to the Gulf crisis. 

“I want to stress: You’ve got to 
find a political settlement and not 
use military force," said General 
Mikhail Moiseyev, winding op a 
six-day U.S. visit in whidi he 
toured mili tary bases and met 
bimdreds of Americans. 

Moiseyev, diief of the Soviet 
general staff, also told an unusual 
Pentagon press conference that 
tiie S^et Union will withdraw

expire on Soviet-made weapons. 

T really exdnde the posalnUty 
that (Iraqi President) Saddam Hus- 
sdn would take on and fig^t the 
rest of the world,”' the Sl-yeai^ 
old general said in a joint news 
craference with U.S. Joint CSiiefs 
of Staff Chaiiman Genersd Colin 
Powell. 

“We (the Soviet Union and the 
United States) are inarching 
shouider-to-dionldeT, (in) lode 
step to oondemm the actions of 
Iraq in Kuwait," Moiseyev told 
reporters.

Treatment of cancer in 
Jordan — a long way to go

AMMAN — Jordan, whidi 
leads the Arab World in adv- 
anced medieme — induding 
open heart surgery and in vitro 
fertilisation — straagly lags be- 
tdnd in the field of cancer treat- 
ment. It is bi^ time that a 
national effort were under- 
taken n> tuing more focus on 
treating cancer patients in the 
coontxy, forestalling what has 
become perennial inoblems, 
ineiiifting personal and profes- 
sional rivalry, which are 
blamed for the failure of pre- 
vious moves. 

Hus is the ofmiion of doc- 
tors, (rffidals and sodal work- 
ers alike. 

“It B more of a comlrination 
of the decades-old stigma 
attached to cancer,** arid a 
social woricer. “People in this 
part of the world are not will- 
ing to (fascuss cancer as freely 
as they would discuss any other 
(fisedse simply because the 
widely-shared belief is chat ‘if 
you have cancer then you are 
dead sooner than later,*; so, 
few people go to local doaors. 
Instead they prefer to travel 
outride if they can afford to do 
so.” . ‘ 

According to Dr. Abdullah 
Al Khatib, prerident of the 
General Union of Voluntary 
Societies (GUVS), a conserva- 
.tive estimate puts at 3,000 the 
average annual number of can- 
cer patients in Jordan. “Unfor- 
tunately, Jordan doesn’t have 
tfae fadtities, equqiment and 
eiqierts to woik as a team to 
treat cancer,” said Khatib. 
“Indeed there are a few doc- 
tors sriw are really good in 
treating cancer but do not* 
have s up port team or equip- 
ment,” added Kfaatfo, one of 
many Jordamans who have 
been working ardently over the 
past several years to set a 
cancer treatment centre in 
Amman. 

“There is an awareness of 
the situation among the people 
of the pressing need to set op a 
^leciahsed fe&ty to treat can- 
cer m Jordan, but somehow 
tins awareness does not traiB- 
late into real action,” he said. 

. Khatib lamented the £aa 
that “here people refer to can- 
cer as die end of cbe human 
bcfaig.” 

’‘Why should it be so here 
wfaOe tte approach of the adv- 
anced countries is so totally 
realistic and iwactical to cancer 
and treatment of he disease?” 
be asked. “Isn’t if now well 
known that cancer is not inenr- 
able?" 

While conceding that such 
awareness is a longterm pro- 
cess, Dr. Khatib also argued 
tiiat Jordan does not have a 
comprehensive approach to 
cancer treatment, “for exam- 
ple, one has to ^ to Al Bashir 
Hb^tal for radiotherapy, the 


tCing Hussein medical Centre 
for diemotfa crapy and any hos- 
pital for suigery.” be said. 
“But the sad fact is that there 
are few qualified and experi- 
enced doctors who can success- 
fully perform a cancer 
sor^ry,” be asserted. Leaving 
mriignani tissue could be very 
dangertMis in the long term.'* 

Sacral doctors agree with 
this argument. “There is a mul- 
titude of surgeons who say they 
can and have pe rform ed suc- 
cessful cancer surgeries, but 
many patients tiiat I have come 
across say that they do not 
have enough trust in Jordanian 
doctors,” said a leading physi- 
cian who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

“It is strange that Jordanian 
patients, who have no qualms 
whatsover in approaching 
Jordanian doctors for open 
heart surgeries, baulk when it 
conies to cancer,” he com- 
mented. “They prefer to travel 
abroad, but then I also agree 
that many of them do not want 
it to be kiKiwn locally that they 
are suftermg from cancer.” 

“Then again, the reality ts 
tiiat not everyone can afford to 
travel abroad for cancer treat- 
ment except chose few who 
areliicky exxiugh to be-ridi and 
those families whidh are wOling 
to sacrifice everything they 
have to raise enough money 
for treatment outside.” 

Dr. Khatib, who finds can- 
cer treatment in Jordan as 
“ridiculoas,” recounted plans 
— which are still valid and 
ongoing — to sa op a ^ledal 
cancer treatment fe^ty called 
Al Amal Cancer Center. 

“The facfliqr will have every 
service,” he said. “Fmn di- 
^nosis to surg e ry and other 
treatment to moral, financial 
and sodal support for the pa- 
tient,” he said. “Over and 
above everything else, it win 
also educate people on the 
ri^i approach to cancer and 
tiiat it could be cured if diago- 
nised in eariy st^es.” 

Dr. Khatib estimates that it 
would take JD 8 million to set 
iq> the centre and an amout of 
JD 2 million has already been 
coUeaed. His Majesty King 
Hussein was scheduled to lay 
the fbundation stone for the 
centre at the Univerrity of Jor- 
dan in early August, But the 
Guff cxiris prompted the post- 
ponement of the fbtmal lann- 
efaing of the project 

Acconfing to a senior doctor 
at tile King Hussein Medical 
Centre, a good percent^ of 
cancer cases that are reported 
in Jordan are of cluldren — 
mostly leukemia and lympho- 
ma — and “it is an area whidi 
sboold be given very serions 
cmirideiation.” 

At the same time, cancer 
tzeatment is rimply beyond the 
of the average in 
Jordan. In prindple, those 
dassified as poor are entitled 


to free treatment at govern- 
ment hospitals and military 
and security personnel are tre- 
ated at the King Hussein 
Medical Centre. But, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ghassan Farah, 
surgeon at tbe Jordan Uni- 
versity Hospital, free treat- 
ment for cancer is not fearible 
because of the sheer costs of 
the medicine involved; in some 
cases an injection could cost as 
much as JD 250. 

Dr. Farah is very much in 
s u pport of tile idea of setting 
iqi Al Amal Cancer Centre. 
“A patient could get all forms 
of treatment under one roof 
w4ien the cencre is set up.” he 
said. 

“We do have a good start,” 
be said. “We have doctors, 
technicians and specialised 
nurses who only need a profes- 
sioital ’tuning up’ to be experts 
in treating cancer,” he said. 
Dr. Farah strongly argues that 
’‘qualification and dedication 
should be the parametres in 
choosing the ri^t peoede for 
the job.” 

“What we should have ts a 
team with basic qualifica- 
tions,” he said. “But, more 
importantly, effidency, de- 
dication and team ^irit stKHiId 
govern tbe process.” • 

“The quest for reputation 
and pre^e should not be the 
motivation of anyone to enter 
the field of medidne,” Dr. 
Farah said. 

The tyiMca] social iqiproadi 
to cancer in Jordan was very 
moch evident in a few inter- 
views conducted by tfae Jordan 
Times. Everyone insisted that 
they not be identified by name. 

A 45-year-old mother of 
four said that “a very few 
intimate members of my family 
know that I am under treat- 
ment for cancer.” 

The woman recalled that it 
was a Jordanian doetdr ^riio 
advised her to go abroad for 
frntiier check up and treat- 
ment. “I have been facing 
numerous psyctoJo^cal protK 
lems whenever I went to a local 
hospital for treatment,” sbe 
said. 

Another 37-year-old patinet 
vbo is not affluent enough to 
travel outride said she bad 
similar “p^Oiological prob- 
lems” wbn she started going 
to a local doctor for treatment. 
“Soon 1 got over them but stfll 
I do not want a admit in public 
tiiat I have cancer,” she told 
the Jordan Times. “1 was also 
advised that I should go 
abroad, but I cannot afford 
such trips. So I have settled for 
local treatment 

A 47-year-<dd woman who 
underwent breast-cancer 
surgery abroad seven yeais ago 
said: '‘Cancer is not the end of 
life. It can be cured especially 
if it is disoovered in eariy 
stages. But my eiqierienee is 
that Jordan is very much be- 
hixid in tbe field of cancer 
treatment” 


Jordan draws up emergency 
plan for Gulf crisis refugees 


AMMAN (R) — Jordan, prepar- 
ing for any bidden new refugee 
inflvex from Kuwait and Iraq, has 
drawn up contingency plans to - 
handle 150,000 evacuees, an 
official said- . 

“The plan is based on a oig^i- 
maro that np to 150,000 people 
could sndde^ cross into Jordan' 
if somediing t»d haqipened in the 
Gulf.” be told Renters. 

“There is not enou^ tran^iort 
from Ir^ to the Jordanian border 
to take ail of than at once so we 
would expect 30,000 to 40,000. 
mainly Arians arid Egyptians, a 

day,”' be said. 

Under tile sdieme a third camp 
would be set up near Axraq, 85 


kUometres northeast of Amman, 
and tte capacity of three camps in 
a desert no-mans-land between 
Jordan and Iraq would be in- 
creased to 50,000 from around 
15,000. 

Two well-equipped transit 
camps, alrndy established near 
Azxaq by the International Com- 
mittee of tfae Red Cross and the 
Jordanian Red Crescent Society 
can now bold vp to 46,000. 

Up to 100,000 could be lodged 
in the area if the odsting camps 
were expanded and a new one 
iftgraiUii , the official said. 

“Arrangements have also been 
made to enable up to 20,(KX) 
people to be repaniated every 


day,” be added. 

The plan was drafted by a 
govemment evacuatirm commit- 
tee and United Nations and other 
foreign relief agencies. 

Salameh Hammad, head of the 
committee, said 43,560 people, 
mainly Sri Lanifawg and Indians, 
were stranded in Jordan on 
Thursday, compared with around 

32.000 10 days ago. 

He said mimben of new arriv- 
als had increased without a cor- 
resp o n diiig rise in the rate of 

repatriatioo. 

Eveiy day aboat 14,000 eva- 
cuees, inefodiog up to 4,000 
Egyptians, arrive and op to

Crisis averted in 
transport of evacuees

AMMAN — Disruption in tbe 
process of tran^xirting eva- 
cuees within Jordan was 
avoided this week by cash 
donations of $1.5 minion from 
Japan and the United States 
after Jordan's financial abilities 
were stretched to the max- 
imum last week, said Moham- 
mad Essaafi, U.N. under 
secretary-general, coordinator 
of Unit^ Nations Disaster Re- 
lief Office (UNDRO) Satnr- 
day. 

The Geneva-based EsJaafi, 
vriic is on his second trip to 
Jordan, said thar inland trans- 
portation, from the border to 
the camps and from the camps 
to tbe aiiport, of the 37.542 * 
evacuees ti^ tiow find them- 
in Jordan, costs about $2 
millioo a week and that Jordan 
could DO longer provide tbe^ 
cash to maintain t^ neoessary 
transport of tbe evacuees. 

Thus “UNDRO decided last 
Monday to launch an urgent 
appeal to donors for cash con- 
tributions to support the inter- 
nal transport of evacuees,” 
Essaafi told a news conference. 


As a result of tfae appeal, the 
government of Japan decided 
to donate $1 million to the 
tran^n effort. The U.S. in 
turn donated an additional 
$0.5 millioa and Fffffafi said 
that he presented Samaleh 
Hamad, chairman of the eva- 
cuees a&irs comminee, with a 
dieque for $U mfllion Friday. 
He said he expeaed to present 
another cheque for $400,000 
from the Canadian govern- 
ment before the end of this 
week. 

Essafi said that if the depar- 
ture of the evacuees contumed 
at tbe present rate all those 
finding themselves in Jordan 
now and the 80,000 evacuees 
expected to enter Jordan vrith- 
in the next week riiould have 
left Jordan by the end of Octo- 
ber. 

“If the present rate of arriv- '' 
als, and the forecast of arrivals*'' 
is matntained, and if the depar- 
ture rate is stepped up, tbe 
exercise of evacuation would 
be over by the end of Octo- 
ber,” Ess;^ told reporters. 

At tfae rate of 8,000 depar- 
tures per day and if climatic 
conditions remain as they are,* 
Fgcaafi said that the situation is 


“manageable.” 

He added that in all matters, 
except posribly in accelerating 
the movement of the evacua- 
tion, all are doing their best. 
“But this is conctitional upon 
the present system con- 
tinuing... if there is a worsen- 
ing of the situation in Iraq and 
Kuwait, we may expea an 
increase in the flow of eva- 
cuees, particularly Egyptian 
nationals of whidi there are 
still 1 million in Iraq,” Essaafi 
said. 

The under-secretary general 
said that because tbe situation 
was unpredictable all tfae con- 
cerned parties would have to 
engage in contingency plan- 
ning. 

Of the $35 mfllion that UN- 
DRO has molnlised since the 
beguming of September to re- 
liev the evacuees $28 mfllion 
have already been received. 
The donor 1^ was headed by 
Jrqian who pledged to give $20 
mfllion, followed by Sv^en $7 
million, Germany $3 million, 
Denmark $2 mi&on, Austria 
$1 million, U.S. $1 million, 
Italy $0.5 million and 
$0.4 million. 


Syrian mediation helps lift Saudi ban on Jordanian trucks 


Jordanian produce to be 
sold in Gulf markets again 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordanian 
crops are once ^ain finding their 
way to the Gulf countries via 
Saudi Arabia now that Riyadh 
has lifted a ban on Jord^an 
lorries and refrigerator trades 
crossing its territory, heading to*, 
wards Gulf states. 

However no Jordanian trucks 
are allowed to take cn^ or other 
Jordanian products for sale to 
Saudi cities and contacts are 
underway to try to reach agree- 
mem with Saudi Arabia on all 
matters related to transit opera- 
tions. 

A govemment statement 
Thursday said that Syria had 
mediated with Saudi Arabia to 
allow Jordanian trucks to pass 
through its territory on their way 


Excavations 

unearth 

artefacts 

IRBID (Petra) — Excavations 
conducted at the ancient 
archaeeflogical site of Yasilafa, 
east of the northern dty of Irbid, 
have revealed ancient tombs dat- 
ing back to the Roman and 
Bvzanoiw eras, mosaic floors and 
a 'Bj'zaQtxDe church as well as a 
gj^t deal of old coins used in 
that period, according to an 
announcement by tbe Depart- 
ment of Antiquities. 

Tbe artefacts unearthed at the 
site underline the faa that the 
region maintained strong com- 
merdal relations with the Roman 
and Byzantine dties, according to 
a department ^keanan. 

The excavations, which are 
being conducted in cooperation 
with the Department of Anthro- 
pology and Archaeology at Yar- 
mouk University, will eontinse to 
unearth more artefacts dating 
back to tbe pre-Roman periods.

Mohammad Smadi as saying that 
Jordan was bolding contacts 
Saturday with the Turkish gov- 
ernment to settle all outstanding 
issues related to transit opera- 
tions conducted by Ttarkisb or 
Jordanian trucks through Turkey 
or other countries.

SAUDI ARABIA and Toi^^ are putting some formidable 
<rt>stacles in the way of some 12,000 Jordanian trades and 
are in league to prevent them from doii^ tfadr trade.

Hie two countries are in 
effect trying to strai^ie Jordan in a rather coordinated way 
that appears to have been orchestrated and directed 
somewhere else. But Jordan ^iQ has some cards to pfoy in 
this nasty game. It conld redprocate tiie treatment 1^ 
refuting admission to any land transport heading to or from 
tiiese two countries till they b^jn to treat Jordan fairly 
a gain. Riyadh's hamperii^ of Jordanian frocks crosang 
into Saudi territory came in the wake ot its dedsimi to halt 
oil shipment to Jordan through the Tapline and the 
e^qnilsion (d’our di|rioniats fimn &udi Arabia. There is only 
one way to intm:^^ tins stoing <ii econonuc and tUplomatic 
measures and that is to penalise Jordan for painstakingty 
frying to avoid a m^jor conflagration in the Golf region 
which conld involve the entire area. 

The Sandis should realise that weakenii^ Jordan wiD not 
serve their aims or tbdr security, now or later. They should 
remember that Jordanians and our breChroi in the occupied 
territories wUl md easily for^ve those who intend to weaken 
their position in the face of Israeli threats and the influx of 
hundreds of thousands of Jews from the Soviet Union and 
elsewhere. Jordan truly and genuinely briieves it is defmid- 
h^ the Arab Nation and its resources in the Gulf and in 
Saadi Arabia throngh its principled and sonnd stand titat 
calls for the withdrawal of foreign forces frtnn flie Gnif and 
an Arab solution to fiie crisis. The Sh^^om has said and 
realfinned that it does not rect^iitise the occupation nor 
annexatimi of Knwai^ and that it abides by Security Coonefl 
resolutions and striviK to ensn^ah^o^ted tottiemont, not 
only for the Gulf conflict, also ofoer cmiflicts in the 
r^ion. Likewise, Jordan urg^ oiir Sandi brothers to resml 
to the maintenance dvilised rdations based, like th^ 
have always been, on mntnal respect, brodmhood and 
nndcrstandii^. The Sandis are thus oiged to open diah^ne 
with Jordan and to air their grievances rather tiian opt for 
unfriendly measures. 

No matter what the result of the Gulf critis might be, 
Jor danians and Saudis will always be ne^hboors and wiU 
always for the same causes.

ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


AL Ra'i daily on Saturday described British Foreign Secret^ 
Douglas Hurd’s call for an international conference to deal with 
the Middle East question and his criticism of Israel's inhuman 
practices in the occupied Arab lands as a welcome development. 
But, the paper said, that in trying to link the Golf crisis with the 
Palestine question Hurd Has flowed a reverse pattern in tiiat he 
insisted on an Iraqi wiiw’ wal from Kuwait before such 
conference on the Middle East could take place. Hurd also 
daimed b his statement that the Gulf crisis delayed action to 
solve the Palestine problem, which is totally untrue since the 
Palestine problem h» been outstaodbg for more than 23 years, 
long before the Gulf crisis and the btemational community did 
nothbg to end h. the paper noted.

Political, economic pressures strain the economy 


' WHEN toe Gulf crisis erupted 
two months ago, the Jordanian 
I economy was performing 
' beautifully in accordance with 
the economic adjustment prog- 
ramme recommended by the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). Actual performance in 
several areas exceeded the 
targets set forth in the prog- 
ramme, especially when it 
came to controlling inflation, 
reducing deficit in both the 
budget and the balance of pay- 
ments. rebuilding of (he Cen- 
tral Bank's reserves, stabilising 
the exchange rate, and restor- 
ing confidence as a prelude to 
starting new investments. 

This is not to deny that the 
Jordanian economy wasstill in 
a difficult position. The stan- 
dard of living in 1990 was 
almost *40 per cent below the 
level which had prevailed three 
years earlier, before the fore- 
ign debt crisis of 1988. 

The Gulf crisis took the 


Jordanian economy by sur- 
prise. The crisis erupted at a 
time when the Kingdom's eco- 
nomy was going in the right 
direction despite the difficult 
circumstances. It was in bad 
need of financial support. Un- 
employment was already at a 
worrying level of 20 per cent 
(15.6 per cent is toe official, 
figure). 

Under the Gulf crisis, the 
Jordanian economy was dealt a 
painful blow in sUl its major 
sources of foreign exchange, 
namely Arab aid, expatriates* 
remittances, and proceeds of 
exports of goods and services. 
It is only natural that the eco- 
nomic planners should tackle 
the new critical situation with 
new economic and financial 
policies and measures to 
absorb the shock and minimise 
the negative impact. 

One example Is oil. Its inter- 
national price rose by over 100 
per cent, and Saudi Arabia 


decided to cut oil supplies to 
Jordan. Observers thought 
that the government will im- 
mediately do sometlung about 
h. Tbe government formally 
denied any intention to raise 
the price of fuel, or to ration its 
distribution. This attitude sug- 
gested that the government 
vrill only watch the develop- 
ment and hope tiiat something 
will suddenly happen to save 
the economy, an attitude we 
experienced when the econo- 
mic crisis of 1988 was building 
up. 

The government is said to 
have formed five specialised 
committees to deal with five 
major issues such as unemploy- 
ment and food security, in 
order to recommend courses of 
action. But the move is very 
slow. So far. no urgent mea- 
sures have been taken to pro 
tect the thin reserve of foreign 
exchange from depletion or to 
improve its allocation. 


The government is said to be 
reluctant to take dramatic me- 
asures in order to avoid panic 
among the people. Quzens 
know well that our position has 
a price which sho^d be paid 
and tolerated willmgly. No one 
will blame the government; we 
know that we are taigetted in 
order to suppress our national 
will. 

Two weeks ago the minister 
of finance quantified to the 
press the direct losses of toe 
Jordanian economy, resulting 
from the Gulf crisis and the 
application of economic sanc- 
tions. The huge losses scared 
the private sector. 

In fact, losses listed by the 
minister represented toe worst 
case scenario. That is, if Jor- 
dan did not receive any finan- 
cial compensation, and the 
government did not take mea- 
sures to minimise the losses, 
and businessmen in the private 
sector took things for granted 


Why Arabs support Saddam

I. like many Arabs who have 
known and admired Sir James 
Craig over toe years, can have no 
doubt that toe concern he ex- 
pressed in the last issue of Middle 
East International over Arab sup- 
port for Saddam Hussein during 
toe Gulf crisis was a genuine 
expression of his disappointment 
and incomprehension. I have 
long respected his erudition and 
insight into Arab affeiis and was 
saddened to read of his dilemma 
about his issue. And yet, h is 
reflected by my own as a Palesti- 
nian Arab. How do I convey our 
point of view to his and to our 
other Western friends without 
oompromising our longstanding 
friendship them? For the 
Gulf crisis has exploded old 
assumptions and exiK>sed long 
hied misconceptions for all of us. 
Nevertheless, we who sympathise 
with the riews that Sir James 
finds so incomprehensible and 
resettable must preserve our 
links across the political divide by 
Mmfflunicating apd . explaining 
ndiy we feel as we' Perhaps 
this article can help fowartE that 
necessary dialogue 

It seems to me that right from 
the start of the Gulf crisis tocrc 
have been some fundamental fol- 
iades in toe West’s perception of 
the Arab position. Nowb<^ has 
this been dearer than in toe 
almost wflfel Western misrepre- 
sentation of Ar^ soppozt for Iraq 
as enthusiasm and approval for 
tiie person of Sadda^ Hussein 
himself. It apparently seeks to 
imply that the Arabs were either 
so foUish so irresponsible as to 
have forgiven him for his 
‘‘bloody" misdeeds. The inevi- 
table and logical question has 
been posed by Western friends 
and foes alike: how could any 
Arab opt to live under Saddam’s 
tyranny, and would not toe rule 
of any Gulf Sheikh, however 


feudal, be better? The conflict in 
the Golf has been pratrayed over 
here as a war between the eivfl- 
ised (Western) worid and the 
barbaric personality of one man. 
Seen thus, how could any dvil- 
ised person fail to back the right 
side? 

The second fallacy is to regard 
the mass popular response in toe 
Arab World as being of a diffe- 
rent order of validity from that of 
the Arab governments. In West- 
ern perceptions, the response of 
ordinary Arab people to the cri- 
sis, whether in occupied Pales- 
tine, Jordan, Syria or Algeria, 
has been differentiated from that 
pro-Western ("right thinking") 
Arab governments. It has been 
devalued as either ignorantly 
naive, irrelevant or simply wrong. 
The official pro-West, anti-Sad- 
dam stance of these governments 
is regarded as the only valid 
response in toe cunent sitnation, 
even though these same govern- 
ments have long been criticised in 
toe West for their lack of demo- 
cratic representation. It is hard to 
escape- toe condusipn that their 
current respectability in .the West 
is''due^ ohiy to their acquiescence 
in Western strategy over Iraq. 

But of course, as Sir James 
points out, it is not only ordinary 
Arabs who support Iraq, but also 
people who ^ould know better 
— intellectuals, many of them 
familiar with Western values as 
well. While he can dismiss popu- 
lar Arab reactions as compre- 
hensible but essentially mis- 
giuded. toe apparent support of 
this group for Saddam is ^ more 
serious. And be is right to a 
degree: if Western criteria are 
used to define toe situation, it 
most follow that the only rational 
course for such people is to sup- 
port Western friends of toe Arabs 
in their opposition to Saddam. 
And herein lies toe third fallacy: 
toe expectation that Arabs wffi 
automatically accept the West's 


German unity 
paymaster has 
hard work ahead

BONN — With a single state now 
fonned.the burden of German 
unification rests squarely on toe 
shoulders of toe man who has to 
find toe money to pay for it — 
Rnance Minister Theo Waigel. 

The bushy-browed Bavarian, 
put in charge of Bonn’s pnrse 
strings just over a year ago. 
launched into the task with gusto 
on Friday by presenting his third 
budget draft this >'car. 

Oancellor Hefannt Kobi did 
not attend the sessioD, Bonn’s 
first since unification on We^es- 
day. Foreign Mimster Hans-Diet- 
ridi Gensi^r had it eaty defend- 
ing his treaty restoring' German 
sovereignty 45 yeais after Worid 
War n ended. 

But Waigel put up with several 
hours of harangnm g from the 
opposition Social Democrats 
(SPD), who have made the ques- 
tion of unity's soaring costs one of 
tiieir main issues in toe campaign 
for the first aU-German elections 
in December. 

The thiid budget draft, which 
raises toe federal budget deficit to 
nearly 70 billion marks (S4S bii- 
iion) compared to 20 billion 
marks (S13 bUlirai) in 1989. is 
only pan of an overall bill that 
co^ reach 120 bfllioo matos (STS 
billion) tins year. 

“For havii^ been in office such, 
a short time, Waigel has been 
very successful ’* says Norben 


Walter, chief economist for 
Deutsche Bank. “So fer he has 
done a surprisingly good job of 
solving tbe financing issues be- 
hind German unity.*’ 

Ever-worsening statistics from 
the east including soaring unem- 
plo>inent and steep declines in 
indostrial production show this 
task will not be easy. 

Officials hi what was East Ger- 
many say the forthcoming indust- 
rial shaiu-up could wipe out a 
third of tbe rein’s 8,000 firms 
and leave three million people 
onemployed. 

“It is an extraordinary feeiiog 
to be a minister in these times,** 
Waigel told tbe business maga- 
zine Wirtschaftswoche. 

“Not a feeling of pride or 
Satisfaction, but ^ways a feeling 
of responrilnlity, when 1 see the 
people in East Germany and all 
tiieir hopes and expectations.’' 

Soda] security payments are 
skyrocketing, catastrophic en- 
vironmental damage needs atten- 
tion. nearly all infrastructure 
from roads to telecommunica- 
tions must be modernk^ or re- 
placed. 

While private funds will help, 
Waigel's latest 1990 budget dnJt 
shem Bonn will bear the 
financial burden for unity.

Their support for Saddam b a 
measure, not of their foolishness, 
but of their perceptions of toe 
West's callous dbregard and ex- 
ploitation of toe Arab World. 

Sufokescreen of tndignation 
The Arabs do -no see this as a 
conflict about international law 
or toe need to stop a tyrant in hb 
tracks Western hypocrisy with, 
regard to both of these objectives 
b too well known for sudi aims to 
be taken seriously. Can the West, 
which has condoned the invasion 
of Grenada and Panama, the 
occupation of the West Bank, 
and supported Pol Pot and 
Pinochet, presume to moralise to 
tbe Arabs over Saddam Hnssieo? 
The Arab World sees it instead as 
a flagrant example of imperialist 
arrogance in which toe U.S. has 
intervened in toe region to pro- 
tect its own interests and to en- 
sure toe flow of cheap oil behind 
a smokescreen of inteinational 
moral indignation over Saddam. 
And in that sense, Arabs see 
Saddam more as rinned ^inst 
than sinning. While the Arab 


Worid did not condone hb inva- 
sion of Kuwait, tbe West’s bung< 
lin^ inseoMtive lespome eu- 
sui^ him a pc^olar level <rf 
support he wodd otherwise not 
have had, piedsely because ot 
tbe moral hypocrisy involved. 

For the Palestinians, there b an 
added edge. It was the West 
uludi imposed Israel on tiieir 
homeland, and it b tiie West 
vdiidi maintains it there. Three 
years of toe intifada and a 
thousand Palestinian dead has 
not brought toran one inch doser 
to the goal of their own indepen- 
dent state. Wito a ri^-wing ggv^ 
ernment in Israel prqjaring to 
settle a million Soviet Jews 
througbout the tenitocy it oon- 
trob, and tiie U.S.-nX) dialogne 
— such as it was — terminated, 
toe outlook for the Palestinians 
has never been so bleak. Sad- 
dam’s toughness and strength at 
least held out a promise of a new 
approach, if nothing more. At tiie 
very least, they reasoned, dungs 
conld not get worse. And the 
irony b, they tniu out to be 
right; if thb ciisb were to.yield a 
Settlement of tbe Palestmiau 
problem, then their support was 
not misplaced.

Goitre remains common despite 
availabilty of idonised salt 


THERE are more people with 
go/tre in tbe Fedeial Republic 
of Germany than anywhere 
else in Europe. Fifteen mil- 
lion, or one in four, used to be 
said to suffer from a morbid 
enlargement of the thyroid 
gland that produces a swelling 
in front of the throat. 

Latest estimates indicate 
that tbe complaint is even 
more widespread. Stuttgart 
specialist F^ofessor Rainer 
Hehrmann says 42 per cent of 
men and 30 per cent of 
women are affected. 

Signs of goitre have been 
found ui'Over SO per cent of 
13-year-oId German school- 
children. 

It^ne deSdent^ is known 
to be mainfy to blame. The 
thyroid gland, which is in the 
neck, needs iodine to produce 
hormones essential for 
growtft, nieta&ofisai and tbe 
development of tbe central 
nervous system and intelli- 
gence. 

At a Thyroid Gland Forum 
meetiD^ held in Nice, France, 
Professor Hehrmann de- 
scribed tbe iodine supply in 
tbe Federal Republic as catas- 
trophic. 

It was tbe inglorious excep- 
tion in Europe, being tbe only 
country where household salt 
was not sold with a statutory 
iodine admixture and the indi- 
vidual was /eft* to fend for 
himself in ensurio^ an adequ- 
ate supply of the essentia/ 
trace element. 

Tbe critical level is agreed 
to bean intake of less Cft^ 7d 
rrncroffammes per day. When 
iodine intake is less, tbe thyr- 
oid gland can only produce 


tbe hormone quantities it 
needs by creating extra cells 
— tbe growth known as 
goitre. 

The easiest way to counter- 
act jodine deftciene>’ is to use 
iodine-enriched salt, which is 
readily available. Fish is also 
rich in natural iodine. Doctors 
can prescribe iodine tablets if 
tbe natarl supply is in- 
adequate. 

A healthy thyroid gland 
produces exactly the right 
quantity of hormones. *A 
hyperactive thyroid, or its 
opposite, is a sign of imba- 
lance. 

Either is usually first 
noticed when a swelling can 
be felt or seen in front of the 
throat. If you feel you have a 
swelling in the front of your 
throat, jRrofessor Hehrmann 
says, then make sure you go 
and have a medical. 

Goitre is more than just 
unsightly. It can often cause 
serious upsets that affect tbe 
entire organism. It is certainly 
tbe first sign of roughly 80 per 
cent of thyroid conditions. 

Three out of 10 goitre pa- 
tientsbave thyroid glands that 
produce eitbiw too much or 
too few hormones. 

Goitre is not, to begin with, 
accompanied by b<^y ail- 
ments. The Grst signs are a 
feeling of pressure in the 
throat. Patients feel tbey have 
a constant lump in their 
throat. 

They may a/so feel uncom- 
fortable when wearing bi^ 
necked dotbes. Once die con- 
dition is more advanced pa- 
tients have diSculty in swal- 
lowing and then feel fioarse 


and breathless. 

These symptoms do not, as 
a rule, occur until tbe swollen 
thyroid gland has started to 
exert pressure on adjacent 
organs, such as tbe respiratory 
and alimentary tract, vocal 
chords and blood vessels. 

Doctors attach great im- 
portance to spotting goitre in 
its early stages. The sooner it 
is treated the greater tbe 
likelihood of a cure. 

Professor Hehrmann says 
there is little point in increas- 
ing tbe iodine intake of pa- 
tients who have had the condi- 
tion for years; their thyroid 
glands will no longer be able 
to convert iodine into /tor- 
moncs. ■ ‘ 

In their'‘case artifidai hor- 
mones must be prescribed and 
taken. 

An adequate iodine supply 
is particularly important dur- 
ing pregnancy, when women 
need added iodine, nor just to 
supply tbe foetus but in con- 
nection with metabolic 
changes they themselves 
undergo. 

Hamburg gynaecologist 
Professor Heinz Gunter 
Bohnet recommends taking 
iodine tablets during pregnan- 
cy. It isn't medicamentation in 
tbe usual sense of the term, 
merely a substitute for a nutri- 
tional requirement that is &e- 
quently unavailable in the 
quantity required. 

Extra ibdihe ensures that 
babies are not bom with en- 
larged thyroid ^ands, which is 
currently the case in six per 
cent of live births.

Sudan moves to 
avert food shortage

KHARTOUM — Sudanese offi- 
cials have warned of the possibO- 
of a repeat of the large-scale 
dL^Iacemeot of people which 
occurred as a result of the 1983-4 
drought. 

Over 4,000 refugees from 
northern Kordofen are campiag 
at the villages of Abu Zeid and £1 
Mulieh outside Khartoum 
according to tbe dty commissioti- 
er Brigadier Mohammad Osman 
Mohammad Saeed. These vil- 
lages were tbe focus of a huge 
inlax of people forced to flee 
their homes during tbe 1983-4 
famine. ^ 

About two million d Khar- 
toum's cunent populaiion of five 
million are estimated to have 
been displaced during that 
drou^t. 

Fears of food shortages follow- 
ing poor rainfall pushed up the 
price of tbe main staple food, 
durah, from 400 Sudanese 
pounds ($35) a sack to around 
1,200 pounds in early September. 

Market sources attributed the 
price hike to a fail in deliveties 
from the main production areas 
in eastern Sudan to the central 
market at Omdunnan. 

But others blame the rise on 
middlemen and black marketeers 
udK), they say, by hoarding and 
smuggling have exaggerate the 
impaa of tbe fall in production. 

Durah production has feUen 
from over five million tonnes in 
1988)9 — wfaidi gave an export 
srrprius of 1.2 million toimes — to 
just 1.8 million tonnes this year. 
Tbe forecast had been for three 
milliott tonnes. 

Commerce bfinister Dr. Awad 
El Gaz said that during a recent 
visit to 0 Gedaiif he learned that 
about 700 trucks bad been loaded 


with durah, some apparently for 
smuggling the grain out of the 
country. 

The government, he said, had 
deddtd to buy all available sup- 
plies of durah and sell it to the 
public through rationing cards at 
less than half tbe market price. 
T^ subsidy will cost the govern- 
ment around 200 million pounds. 

Fears of an imminent famine 
have also boosted the prices of 
animal feed. For instance, one 
feddan of cane-fodder jumped 
from around 6,000 pounds to 
12,000 pounds in mid-September. 

Poultry feed prices also rose 
substantially, pushing up the 
price of a dozen eggs from 21 
pounds CO 30 pounds. The knock- 
on effea of the feed price rise 
^was to push down livestock 
■ prices, witii the price of sheep. 
' for example, failing from 1 
1,500 pounds per head to less 
than 1,000 pounds. 

Minis ter for Ammal Welfare, 
Dr. Abu A1 Gasim Ahmed Shu- 
mo, said the government had 
taken measures to protea lives- 
tock futners from foe impaa of 
drought, including wells and 
opening up new areas for grazing. 

he said there were plans to use 
the railway to transport livestock 
to Khartoum from £1 Obied, foe 
capita] of Kordofan province, and 
Nyala. capital of southern Darfur 
province in western Sudan. 

The ministry planned to pro- 
*vide animal h^fo care, as well as 
sen ding emergency supplies of 
animal feed to selected areas with 
good irrigation and implementing 
a rescue plan to save female 
livestock from slaughter. 

In addition, he said, foe U.S. 
Agency for International De- 
velopment (USAID) had prom- 
ised to provide shipments of 
maize and soyabeans — PANOS 
features.

When >cur opponents reach a no 
trump contract after partner has bid 
a suit, it is usually correct to lead his 
suit.

However, if you don't lead his 
suit and allow the opponents to 
make on otherwise impossible con- 
tract, you have committed a griev- 
ous error and shattered partnership 
confidence. 

That is all well and good, but 


“usually'' is not synonymous with

However, many companies 
paid out the same dividends, 
causing the ratio of dividends to 
caminp; to fall to 27.64, its lowest 
level since the association started 
surveying trends in dividends 21 
years ago. Officials said the ratio 
has been declining over the last 
three years. 

The association said this year's . 
findings were based on a survey 
of 1,971 companies listed on the 
ei^t exchai^es, which closed 
tiieir fiscal year March 31. 

Exchange officials said 
Japanese companies, while hop- 
ing to boost dividends, ended up ' 
eiffier leaving them unchanged 
because of their lack of “flexibil- 
ity" or making only small in- ' 
creases. 

Japanese companies have often - 
been criticised for paying low . 
dividends. Until this year's stock 
market plunges, investors custo- 
marily sought return on their 
investments as capital gains • 
rather than dividends. 

The survey also revealed, ' 
however, that 27.6 of the re- - 
spending companies raised di- • 
vidends, the largest on record;

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1 Grenade attack kills Mandela’s 
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infant relative in Soweto — ANC 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — A 
child relative of Nelsoo Mandela 
was killed in a hand grenade 
anaek early ^turday in Soweto, 
the African National Congress 
(ANC) said. 

A 2 a.m. blast ripped through a 
bnilding in the Meadowlands dis- 
trict of the black township near 
Johannesburg, Idlliing an infant 
girl and injuring ber parents. 

First reports said the child was 
the great granddaughter of die 
anti-apartheid leader who is ANC 
deputy president. 

But the ANC was less precise 
later, declaring a grenade and 
shotgun attack was iann^ed on 
the h^ome of Mr. Monde Mande- 
la, “a dose relative” of* twice- 
married Nelson Mandela. 

“Monde Mandela and his wife 
suffered extensive bums, and 
their one-year-old daughter was 
killed in the attack.” a statement 
added. 

It said Monde Mandela's 
grandfather was the brother of 


Nelson Mandela's fa&er. 

The ANC leader's daughter 
Zm<faa earlier told reporters that 
the dead duld was his great 
granddaughter. 

However, Nelson Mandela’s 
first wife Evelyn Nomatbamsan- 
ga, asked to explain her rela- 
tionship with die couple, told 
Reuters: “I have not heard of 
them.” 

Police said the child’s parents, 
wounded by shz^mel, were being 
treated at Soweto's Bar^wanath 
Hospital the attadt on their 
Iwme in Meadowlands Hostel 
married quarters. 

Police spokesman Govindsamy 
Mariemu&oo said: “A black 
male, Monde Mandela, 43, and 
bis w^e, Suzanne Mandela, 29, 
received injuries and a baby of 18 
months died on the scene.” 

There was no indication of who 
was responsible for the attack, 
amid persistent conflict between 
supporters of Nelson Mandela's 
ANC and followers of the Zulu 


tribal-based Inkatba Freedom 
Party diat has killed nearly 800 
people since mid-August. 

”lii6 ANC notes the curious 
coincidence of an attack on a man 
bearing the Mandela name at this 
time,” the ANC statenMnt said. 

On Friday, the South African 
govermnent hfted a night-time 
curfew in Soweto, near Johannes- 
burg, saying black factional 
bloodshed and crime there bad 
declined sharply. 

The ANC has said Mandela 
would meet President F.W. de 
Kleric Monday in Pretoria to dis- 
cuss the recent township violence 
around Johannesburg. 

Mandela, 72, flew to the coas- 
tal Natal province, where ANC- 
Inkatha rivalry has claimed 
around 4,000 lives in four years, 
to address a rally.

Filipino rebel colonel surrenders 


CAGAYAN DE ORO (R) — 
The leader of a two-day revolt in 
die southern Philippines smren- 
dered Saturday after fafling to 
win support fw an insurrection 
filar die militaiy said was de- 
^pied to c ulminate in a Manila 
coiq}. 

“It’s an over. I ^ve myself up 
without any conditions,** said re- 
negade Colonel Alexander -No- 
ble, after abandoning the military 
camp he took over two days 
eariiW. He bad eariier vowed to 
die for his cause. 

Noble and several hundred re- 
bel soldiers, militiamen and 
tribesmen took over military 
canals in three sonthem Philip- 
pine cities eariy Thursday in an 
iqnismg to win indq>axlence for 
Nfindanao, the second largest is- 
land in the Philippine 
ardiipelago. 

But the insnirection failed to 
trigger revolts apparently plan- 
ned for other parts of Mmdmiao 
and a demoralised Noble gave 
himself np eariy Satorday to 


Aquilino Pimentel, a senator 
from Cagayan De Oro. 

Ihe militaiy said 200 of No- 
bile’s men had also eifiier surren- 
dered or been captured and 
others were being hunted down. 

Defence Secretary Fidel 
Ramos and militaiy commandeis 
told a news omfeicnce in Manila 
teat Noble oqieoed to trigger a 
series of pocket rebeUioos around 
the oountiy fiiat would lead to the 
eventual removal of President 
Aqnino.

Osaka police, workers clash during riots 


OSAKA (R) — Hundreds of 
angry wori^ dashed with police 
Saturday in the J^xanese dty of 
Osaka's fifth day of blue-collar 
riots against alleged police cor- 
ruption. 

Etching stones and glass bot- 
fies, an estimated 1.000 workers 
battled 2,500 helmeted police 
brandishing shields and batons in 
Japan’s hugest riots for almost 
two decades. 

Clashes Sared just as woric 
began to dear the streets of de- 
bris from the previous four days 
of rioting — burnt cars, bicycles 
and vendiqg madnnes. 

Shouting obscenities and hurl- 


ing stones, shabbily-dressed 
labourers renewed th^ advance 
on a police station in the Nishi- 
nari Aiiin slum of Osaka, Japan's 
second largest dty. 

' Several hnndred teem^ers also 
joined the protests that began last 
Tuesday after reports that a 
I^nshmari detective was suspected 
of receiving pay-ofiEs from two 
gangsters who traditioiially prey 
on die labourers.

tive Tsutomn Haga, 38, from the 
force following his arrest two 
days earlier on suspicion of re- 
ceiving 10 mSliott yen ($74,000) 
for ignoring gang activity.
